BRAVE BOYS IN BLUE. 


Courageous Constables Who Have 
Been Killed on Duty. 

The recent tragedy in Houndsditeh 
recalls many similar examples of po- 
lice heroism in the face of terrible 
lodds, all going to show that the men 


in blue have never hesitated to risk 
their lives in the course of their duty. 
Constable Davey of Acton, so far as 


; record shows, was the first policeman 
|to be shot dead by a thief. Davey 
suspected a man named Brookes to 
be implicated in a certain robbery, 
and Brookes knew that Davey was on 
his trac Brookes called at Davey’s 


house at night, and shot him down. 


In the seventies a policeman was 
shot at Whalley Range, near Man- 
chester, and two brothers, named 
Habron, were accused, and sent to 
penal servitude for life. It was after- 
wards discovered thet they were in- 
nocent, and that the real assassin was 
the notorious Charles Peace. Peace 
shot at and wounded P. C. Robinson 
in his last exploit, before his daring 
career was brought to a close. 

Again, in 1881, P. C. Atkins sur- 


prised a gang burgling a house stand- 
ing in its own grounds at Kingston, 
and was shot down 

Up to the time of this affair bur- 


glars had rarely used revolvers, but 
now the practice became common, 
and, in the following year, P. C. Cole 
was murdered at Dalston. The mur- 
derer was Orrock, a young man who 
was a member of the Baptist chapel 


he was breaking into when Cole came 
upen the and ws considered 
quite a model youth. But two years 
went over before justice was done, and 
then Orrock was run to earth quite by 
accident 

He had left his chisel behind him at 
the chapel, and on the blade was 
scratched the word “rock,”’ and when, 
some months after the murder, a man 
named Orrock was sentenced to twelve 
months’ imprisonment for housebresak- 
ing, a detective got into conversation

Important Changes Effected in the 


Tariff Between United States and | 
Canada—Many Articles on the Free 
List—Is Described as an Agree-; 
ment and Not a Treaty—Can Be! 
Changed If Found Unsatisfactory. | 


Ottawa.—Hon. Wm. Fielding, min- 
ister of finance, in reporting the result 
of the trade negotiations which have | 
been conducted at Washington, stated 
that the negotiations had resulted in| 
an understanding, and the minister | 
hoped the country would join in say- | 
ing that, both Canada and the United } 
Stutes were gainers. 

Mr. Fielding said that there was no 
treaty, that it was a legislation act| 
of Canada, and that it could be 
changed at any time. 

He said there was a targe free list, 
mostly of natural products. They had 
arranged that wheat which was free 

Canada would also be free in the 
ed States. On another list of} 
weucles there would be a similar rate | 
of duty imposed by both countries. 

The United States had agreed to, 
come down to Canada’s rates, and in 
some coses had come down below, 
the Canadian rates. 

Canada has, therefore, made moder- 
ate reductions, while the United 
States on the whole has made quite 
large reductions. 

One schedule shows the rate which 
the United States would impose on 
Canadian goods, and another schedule 
shows that which the Canadian gov- 
ernment will impose on the United 
States products. . The eideas of reci- 
procity are right through the arrange- 
ments, although there is no treaty. 

Mr. Borden asked if there was no- 
thing in the nature of a treaty now, | 
how was this to be done? 

Mr. Fielding said that there was not 
a treaty, and they were not binding 
in this case. It rested on general | 
confidence, general good will and gen-} 
eral feeling that this was for the bene-| 
fit of both countries. } 

As an illustration, Canada’s reduc- | 
tion on wheat was 12 per cent, and the | 
United States’ reduction was 25 per} 
cent. in order to reach a common 
basis.

Subsequently he was 
bailed in the amount of $100,000. The 
case will be brought up before Lord 
|Chief Justice Alverstone and a special 
| jury. 

According to a statement in the 
| Liberator, the defendant intends to 
[tho justification and subpoena the 
jking as witness. The constitution, 
| however, makes it impossible for his 
|majesty to give evidence in his own 
;courts. Practically all the London 
|papers publish stories on the inten- 
|tion of the king's advisers to carry 
|the case to the courts on a charge of 
j criminal libel. It is noteworthy that 
the Morning Post made no reference 
‘to the morganatic marriage. 

It is understood that the proceed-

{under a statue 600 years old. 


MESSAGES FROM AEROPLANE 


|Practicability of Using Wireless on 
Scouting Airship Has Been 
Demonstrated 
| San Franciseo.—Lieutenant Paul W. 
| Beck, of the United States signal ser- 
vice corps, demonstrated to the 
army’s satisfaction the practicability 
of sending wireless messages from a 
scouting aeroplane to field headquar- 
ters. Flying with Philip Paramalee 
in a Wright biplane, equipped with 
a wireless sending instrument, and 
with a wire antennae, a hundred feet 
long, trailing from the underbody of 
the car, Lieutenant Beck transmitted 
half-a-dozen messages to the wireless 
station on the aviation grounds. 

The first message was to the Associ- 
jated Press. It had been prepared in 
jadvanee by an Associated Press re- 
| porter, and its text was known only 
{to the writer. Lieutenant Beck tuck- 
jed it away, folded, in his pocket, and 
did not open the paper until he had 
reached an altitude of 500 feet. 

The airship was at times about two 
and a half miles from the field while 
the officer was flashing communieca- 
tions to the wireless station, and the 
receiving operator stated that no dif- 
ficulty would have been had in read- 
ing the messages had the distance 
been 20 miles. Lieutenant Beck was 
delighted with the success of the ex- 
periment, and plans to arrange tests 
for receiving as well as sending by 
wireless while speeding in a heavier- 
than-air machine.

GRAIN GROWERS FORMULATE A 
PLAN TO FURTHER PROJECT 


/E. A. Partridge Outlines a Scheme of 
Forming a Joint Stock Company 
| to Construct Road to Hudson Bay 
—Suggests That Three Western 
Provinces Equip Portion of Road— 
Would Borrow Money Necessary... 
Brandon.—At a meeting of the 


Grain Growers’ Association, Mr. 
Partridge outlined his scheme for the 


formation of a joint stock company 
for co-operation in the construction 
of the Hudson Bay road. He _ pro- 


posed that all interested should sub- 
scribe $10 to ultimately go towards 
the payment of 10 per cent. as stock 
when a company had been formed. 
The money thus gathered should go 
towards the circulation of literature 
and procuring data in connection 
with the building of the road. When 
1,000 members had been enlisted the 
charter might be obtained and the 
company would then be a_ realized 
fact. The speaker asserted that. un- 
der the present condition there was 
little hope that the Hudson Bay road 
would be built and operated as the 
westerners wanted. The western re- 
presentatives were powerless on ae- 
count of the balance of power exist- 
ing in the east. The shipping inter- 
ests of the east desired that western 
growth should go via the long route. 
‘The capitalistic interests were united 
in opposition to the road, and the gov- 
ernment itself was opposed to opera- 
tion of the road. Little advance had 
been made between the government 
ownership and operation of the road. 

Moreover there was no guarantee of 
economic methods in the building of 
the road or in the operation of it after- 
wards. The ninety miles of the road 
now built to the Pas has cost heavily. 
If the remaining sixty were to cost in 
proportion, the undertaking would be 
a tremendous one, Mr. Partridge 
went on to speak of the navigability 
of the bay. Fort Nelson was ac- 
knowledged to be the best port and 


right opposite to it in the Rocky 
mountains, the Yellow Head Pass. 
By linking the road between these 


and passing through Edmonton, three 
provinces would be touched. What 
was the matter then with the respee- 
tive governments of the three proy- 
inces equipping their own portions of 
the line. In this manner the three 
provinces would be linked together 
with the port of the great gnland sea, 
and the natural resources of the north 
land could be connected with the pop- 
ulation by transportation. 

In conelusion, the speaker said, 
“We seek for an alternative; it is that 
the people of the west organize them- 
selves into a great joint stock com- 
pany which will build this road at its 
physical value, and at its real cost. 
We do not want money given to us to 
build the road, we ‘merely want it 
loaned.” . 


THE HARVEST OF THE FOREST 


Canada’s Production of Timber 


1909 Amounted to 
$62,000,000 

_Ottawa.—A total increase in produc- 
tion of lumber in Canada of 13.9 per 
cent, for the year 1909 over the prev- 
ious one is shown by statistics just is- 
sued by the forestry department. 

Among other interesting facts 
brought to light in the report are that 
Ontario alone produces two-fifths of 
Canadian lumber; that spruce is the 
leading Canadian species; that only 
sIx per cent. of wood, and that pro- 
duction of square timber for export 
has declined to such an extent that 
only one twelfth as much is pro- 
duced as formerly, 

The total production was 314,842,000 
feet board measure, and its total value 
$62,819,477. 

_Large as this may appear, it is a 
little less than one-ninth of the lum- 
ber cut in the United States for 1908 
und a little less than that cut in 
Washington state in 1907. Of the 
whole amount Ontario alone produced 
two-fifths, an increase of 17.3 per cent, 
In spite of this fact, however, aver- 
ge value of lumber in Ontario was 
$1980 per thousand, whereas in Nova 
Seotia it was only $11.96.

Hot water heat meant for stum- 
ing smut of wheat and loose smut 
of Oats Have two vessels contaln- 
ing water, one ata temperature of 
110 degrees Fahr., one at a temper- 
ature of 132%4 degrees. Put a 
bushel of wheat in a basket and 
submerge the whole basket in the 
Water at 110 degrees, leaving it 
there for about 10 minutes. Then 
put the basket in the water at 13214 
degrees, leave it for a minute, then 
raise and let the water partly run 
out, then plunge in the basket 
again, then raise it, and so on till 
it has been in from 5 to 10 minutes. 
) Then put out wheat to dry, 

In treating oats the water should 
be raised to 1421, degrees, and 
then as with the wheat or the oats 
should be soaked 4 hours in cold 
Water, then treat as tor wheat at 


13244 degrees.

Eight Million Acres Are in the Hands 
of the Dominion Government 
in Trust 

Calgary.—In the province of Alberta 
there are eight million acres of school 
lands held in trust under the Domin- 
ion Lands act, that are still to be dis- 
posed of. Already $4,209,212.40 has 
been realized from the sale of these 
lands. There is still outstanding on 
deferred payments, or amounts yet to 
be paid in respect to the sale of these 
lands. The income derived from the 
school land funds during the year 1910 
was $76,913.14. The revenue other 
than the principal and_ interest on 
sales was $249,486.21. This money 
is derived from interest on principal 
and revenue from timber dues, hay 
permits, grazing rentals, and interest 
on sales. 

It costs the government $61,174.13 
to administer these funds. This cost 
is taken up in clerical assistance ex- 
penses, re auction sales, printing and 
advertising. 

The amounts paid the province of 
Alberta by reason of the sale of these 


lands have been: Interest on fund 
from the commencement of April, 
1910, $76,913.14; and revenues other 


than principal moneys and _ interest 
on sales, $249,486.21.

THE SUNDAY SCHBOL 


Text of the Lesson, | Kings xvii, 1-16. 
Memory Verses, 14-16—Golden 
Text, Ps. xxxiv, !0—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


The first sentence of our lesson tells 
jus all we know of the parentage of 
Elijah. He comes before us as sud- 
denly as a meteor and disappears 
{when his work is done in a way that 
|no one else ever did before or since. 
‘Enoch also was translated without 
dying, but we read of no whirlwind or 
‘horses and chariots of fire. Elijah was 
honored to stand with the Lord Jesus 
jand with Moses on the Mount of 
Transfiguration, and Jesus said of 
him “Elijah truly shall first come and 
‘restore all things,”’ adding that he 
[had already come in the person of 
John the Baptist, but they knew him 
not and ill treated him (Matt. xvii, 3; 
|xi, 13). Therefore we conclude that 
\John the Baptist, who came in the 
spirit and power of Elijah, was to the 
first coming of Christ what the ? 
| Elijah will be to His coming in 
jto set up His kingdom. When sme 
who will be more wicked than Ahab 
and Jezebel shall be showing the 
| power of the devil, then Elijah and a 
j;companion shall be the Lord’s two 
| witnesses in Jerusalem (Rev. xi, 3-11). 
| His name means “my God is Jah,” 
and one has said that he is the grand- 
Jest and most romantic character that 
Israel ever produced, His one mis- 
sion was to bring apostate Israel back 
the true God. He was 
nurtured in lonely communion with 
|God, away from the polluting court 
amidst his native wilds (Fausset). 
His first utterances is, ‘The Lord God 
of Israel liveth, before whom I 
stand (verse 1; see also xvii, 15, and 
II Kings iii, 14). We think of Gab- 
jriel’s testimony, “I am Gabriel that 
stands in the presence of God’ (Luke 
i, 19), and he it was who said that 
the son of Zacharias should go in the 
'spirit and power of Elijah. Israel had 
\been faithfully warned that if they 
turned aside to serve other gods and 
worship them the Lord would shut up 
the heaven that there be no rairv 
(Deut. xi 16, 17), so that Elijah’s 
prayer that it should not rain (Jas. 
v, 17) was simply a prayer that God 
would do as He said and make good 
His word and show himself as the 
living and true God, for if He failed 
to fulfill His threat the peaple would 
think it an idle tale. 

Elijah could say, ‘In the Lord have 
I righteousness and strength’; “I rest 
on Thee, and in Thy name I go’” 
(Iisa, xlv, 24; IT Chron, xiv, 11). 
Therefore he was not afraid to meet 
Ahab or to deliver his message. This 
being done, he receives two distinct 
messages from the Lord telling him 
where to sojourn for the next three 
years, and first he is told to hide him- 
self by the brook Cherith and is as- 
sured that the ravens would feed him 
there. He did just as he was told, 
and the Lord fed him with bread and 
flesh by means of the ravens morning 
and evening, and he drank of the 
| brook. So well did the Lord hide him 
that he could not be found by nation 
jor kingdom (xviii, 10). 

If we obey Matt. vi, 33, we may 
count on its fulfillment, but we must 
Mark the word “there’’ in verse 4. 
The word here translated ‘‘raven” is 
used ten times and in each place re- 
fers to a bird so called. The Lord 
Jesus indorsed the Elijah story (Luke 
iv, 25-26), and if any part of it had 
been not just as recorded He would 
surely have told us, These lonely 
days at Cherith make us think of 
Joseph in Egypt as a prisoner, or 
Moses in Midian, or John the Baptist 
in the wilderness, or Paul in Arabia. 
Nothing can take the place of being 
alone with God. Then we must learn 
to wait pati:ntly God's time and find 
our rest and joy in Himself. If His 
gifts seem to fail us, like the brook 
that dried up, He has some other way. 
He cannot fail; He abideth faithful. 

He has promised never to try us be- 
yond our ability to bear it (I Cor. x, 
13), and in due time He ordered His 
faithful servant to another place of 
sojourn, but what an unlikely place it 
was as we see things—the home of a 
voor widow who had no food in the 
Cea but a handful of meal and a lit- 
tle oil.

Well, it worked both ways, and 
the widow was sustained by her giv- 
ing her all to the Lord. No doubt He 
also cared well for that other widow 
who cast all her living into the treas- 
ury. God was also glorified in this 
Sarepta home by the raising to life of 
the widow's son, thus strengthening 
her faith in the God of Elijah, ae- 
cording to verse 24, “Now, by this T 
know that thou art a man of God and 
that the word of the Lord in thy 
mouth is truth.”

BROKEN RAIL THE CAUSE 

The breaking of a rail 
westbound Canadian Pacific 
continental was passing over it at 
Crowtoot Pit, five miies 
Gleichen, on Tuesday evening about 
5 o'clock, caused the first 
sleeper and a day coach to leave the 
rails, break loose and roll down the 
slight embankment, injuring nine
